The subject of purchases, and .the prices paid for such 
purchases, and the rates of compensation paid employees, by 
steam railway common carriers, being under consideration: 

It is ordered . That every steam railway common carrier 
owning or operating, in whole pr in part, a telegraph or tele- 
phone line, whose property id to bo valued under the valuation 
act of March 1, 1913, and every receiver or operating trustee 
of any such carrier shall, on or before September 30, 1915, file 
with the Commission, at its office in Washington, D. C., a 
schedule showing the purchases of new material made, and net 
prices paid for such purchases, and the rates of compensation 
paid its employees, in the manner proscribed on the accompanying 
D. 7. Forms Nos. 319 to 353, inclusive, which D. y. Forms are 
included in and made a pact of this order, and complying with the 
following instructions: 

D. 7. Forms Nos. 319 to 352, inclusive: 

1. No labor, other than that actually paid for by the 
carrior for inspection and included in the column " Inspection," 
and other than that actually paid for oy the carrier and in- 
cluded in tne coluffin ’’Freight paid,” 3hall bo shown or includod 
in any column on these. forms, 

2. Under freight paid” state only freight actually paid 
by the carrior. 

3. Fill each column of tlie forms by entering the in- 
formation Qalloc^ for; otherwise) by the notation "Unknown" or 

Nono. lho carrier may give additional information or make 
such explanation as it desires. 
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4. If the prices given were determined, by competitive bids, 
so state. 

5. The name and title of the person compiling the data shall 
be given in the space provided for that purpose, and the completed 
data shall be certified as "Correct," v/ith the personal signature 
and title of the person so certifying, on each form. 

6. The reports shall be typewritten on white, tough paper.
